AH ENEMY OF THE WORKING MAN 


Property Values and Assessments. 


The test of the city assessment roll which is being made before 


the Council sitting as a City Board of Equalization tis revealing 
similar conditions to those which were brought to light in the 
equalization of the Supervisors of the county assessment roll which 
covers the same field. Before both bodies some property-owners 
applied for a reduction of their assessments on the .ground that their 
property has been over-valued for the purposes of taxation. 
In 


nearly all such cases, there, was no difficulty to prove, that, if either 
assessor had erred, his error was in favor of the property-owner 
rather than the city or the county. Property values have advanced 
to such a degree all over the city that those which prevailed before 
the San Francisco earthquake and conflagration no longer constitute 
a basis of assessment. In making up rolls of. this year, both assessors 
had to adopt a new basis of assessment. In some instances mortgages 
served as their guide; in other cases actual sales, where the considera- 
tion was made known, answered the purpose of basis, for the new 
assessments. 


"in almost every case where protests have been made this "year 


against the assessment of realty conclusive evidence has been avail- 
able and1 produced by the assessors to prove that no injustice has 
been done to the protestants. In fact, the latter have usually been 
made to look like "thirty cents" when it came to a show down, and 
the proof was submitted that property adjacent to the plot under 
consideration had been sold at a figure several times in excess of the 
assessed valuation, or that the owner had refused to sell for a rinfch 
higher figure. Under such circumstances the Board of Equalization 
have been fully justified in turning down the applications for a re- 
duction of the assessment. 


As a rulfe the property-owner who requests the reduction of 


his assessment, in order to reduce his tax bill1, is standing in the light 
of his own interests without saying anything about we .question of 
good citizenship. He is in reality bearing the selling value of his 
property. 
Land values heretofore have been controlled in a large 


measure by the figures on the assessment roll. Large sections of 
city territory have been beclouded by low assessments, and improve- 
ments have been retarded in them because of the difficulty of borrow- 
ing money wiith the land offered as sole security. There is a large 
area of the south side*which is in;this condition. It is today under 
the cloud of a low assessment, because the fetter has been made with 
the old mortgages as a basisrof valuation. 
In all sincerity, the 


assessors have been too.generous to this section, when the frontage 
prices brought in actual sales are accepted as a basis o£, valuation for 
taxable purposed.

OMAN DECLARES HE WILL CAUSE 


ABBEST OF M'CLURE AND KEHNAH 


former Price Chief dams He Is libeled in Magazine Article 


That Slurs the Caftofics and Jews of 


San Francisco. 


(Special to the TRIBUNE.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.— 


Former Chief of Police Dinan 
obtained a put i am a 11 o'clock 
this morning for the arrest of 
George Kennan from the district 
attorney's office, but failed 
to 


•wear to it before a police judge. 
When asked why he had not 
sworn to the complaint and 
whether he intended to do to 
this afternoon, Dinan would only 
say "I am thinking it over." • 


The complaint charges libel 


and quotes several of the pas- 
sages which refer to Dinan in the 
September number of the Mc- 
Clure's magazine. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.— 


Former Chief of Police Dinan de- 
clares that George Kennan in his 
article, "The Fight for Reform in 
San Francisco," published in the 
September number of "McClure's 
Magazine," made charges against 
him which he, Dinan, intends to 
make the basis of a criminal 
prosecution. 


Dinan declares that he win ask 


for warrants for the arrest of 
George Kennan and S. S. Mc- 
Clure, publisher of the magazine 
in which the alleged libelous 
statements were printed, on the 
charge of criminal libel. The 
former chief avers that he will 
ask for the arrest of Kennan in 
this city and will also strive to 
have Colonel McClure extradict- 
cd from the State of New York. 


The particular paragraphs in 


Kennan's article ^o which Dinan 
takes exception charges him with 
having held up a junk dealer for 
$2000 and also with having given 
protection to thieves who robbed 
a commercial traveler in this city 


WILL CAUSE ARREST. 
"I am determined to cause the 


arrest of McClure and Kennan on 


the charge of criminal libel," de- 
clared Dinan at his home yester- 
day. "These men have vilified 
me and sought to blacken my 
character, and I intend to prose- 
cute them to the full extent of the 
law. 


"I am informed that Kennan is 


now in this city, and I hope to 
cause his arrest before he leaves 
here. 


"As to McClure, it Is probable 


that he will have to be extradict- 
ed, as I understand he is now in 
New York. 


"Outside of McClure and Ken- 


nan I do not know of any other 
person who can be held criminal- 
ly liable for the statements that 
have been; published concerning 
me. It may be that judicial in- 
vestigation will establish the 
criminal responsibility of other 
persons. If such should be the 
case, it would then be possible to 
proceed against those persons, 


. 
DENIES CHARGES. 


"Now, as to all the general 


charges that are made against me 
by McClure and Kennan. I can 
do no more at this time than en- 
ter a general denial. 


"But in two or three definite in- 


stances 
they have 
expressly 


charged me with specific crimes. 
To each of these charges I enter 
a specific denial. And beyond 
this, I will hold McClure and 
Kennan criminally liable. 


"The commercial traveler inci- 


dent never occurred, and I do 
not now recall that any such rob- 
bery was committed while I was 
chief of police. 


"The incident of the'junk deal- 


er, who, it is declared by McClure 
and Kennan, was blackmailed out 
of $2000 by me, never occurred. 
McClure and Kennan published 
these charges on no good author- 
ity and without any honest in- 
vestigation looking to their truth 
or falsity."

District Attorney $rown Thinks 


Project to Spend Million Dol- 


lars Ill-Advisecl. 


( District Attorney Everett J. Brown de- 
clared yesterday afternoon that the new 
county courthouse project was extremely 
Ill-advised. 
Notwithstanding the fact 


that the business of the county has out- 
grown Its present 
courthouse, Brown 


says there are several more matters of 
greater importance that should be taken 
up first 


Brown says that a half million dollars 


could ba used in Alameda county for a 
much better purpose than a new build- 
ing. 
Improvements have recently been 


made in the courthouse and hall of rec- 
ords to meet the Increase of business. The 
District Attorney's 
offices have been 


changed In the upper floor of the court- 
house to afford better quarters for the 
larger staff. 
With the expenditure of 


several thousand dollars this summer on 
the courthouse, the building is in ade- 
quate shape for the next several j-ears, 
according to the District Attorney 


LESS EXPENSIVE PROJECTS. 


He \alsoj states that the officials con- 


cernedNn figuring on the new courthouse 
could better engage themselves in some 
less expensive projects that would be of 
better benefit to the people. 


A strong obstacle in the way of a new 


courthouse is the scheme for the consoli- 
dation, which, If materialized, will call 
for a structure much more modern and 
complete than a separate county govern- 
ment building. Should the municipalities 
pf the county consolidate under one head, 
the cost of a new courthouse at this 
time would 'all on the remainder of the 
county that would not derive a part of the 
future benefit of the building.
